It will cost the State of Alabama 
approximately a quarter million 
dollars for the voters to approve 
or disapprove two amendments to 


the state constitution on August 


13, ; 

Only one of the amendments is 
statewide in scope—The other 
applies only to Coffee County but 
has to be voted on by all voters 
in Alabama. 

The statewide amendment is 
part of the $40-million school rev- 
enue program enacted at the 
special session of the Legislature 
in April. 

If ratified, it will increase the 
corporation income tax rate from 
3 to 5 per cent and write into the 
Constitution the guarantee that 
corporations may deduct federal 
income tax payments. from their 
state income tax returns. 

Corporations, it is reported, 
generally want the amendment 
adopted.

LEAN OR CHUBBY HOG? 


A keen producer can judge fair- 
ly accurately from the way a pig 
walks whether he is a meat or lard 
type hog. 


“A good quality pig walks alert- 
ly and doesn’t ‘waggle’ his ham 
end as if practicing the twist,” 
says G. B. Phillips, Auburn Uni- 
versity pork expert. “Study the 
movements of pigs, shoats and 
hogs. The walk helps determine 
quality, firmness and red meat 
muscling that’s so desirable in 
modern porkers.” 

Phillips, an Extension Service 
specialist, adds that width and 
firmness between hind legs denote 
good ham width. And width be- 
tween the front legs is a sure sign 
of a good rib cage, which goes 
along with vigor, vitality and good 
health. 

“The legs of a walking ‘ham 
carrier’ should be of medium 
length,” says Phillips. “Legs that 
are too long indicate a rangy, slab- 
sided individual with neither much 
meat or lard. And too short legs 
usually go with lack of stretch and 
lots of lard.”

President Kennedy. has _ pro- 
claimed. July 21-27 National Farm 
Safety Week. : 

The Presdient urged all farm 
families and all persons and or- 
ganizations allied with agriculture 
to unite in an effort to reduce the 
number of farm, home and high- 
way accidents. 

The 1963 farm safety campaign 
will concentrate on the prevention 
of fires. and falls. Its theme is 
“Inspection plus Correction equals 
Protection.” 

The 20th annual farm safety 
program is sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
the National Safety Council. 

Sceretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman noted that, 
hour an accident claims the life 
of a farm resident. Someone living 
on a farm suffers a disabling in- 
jury every 40 seconds.” 

He called on farmers to practice | 
safety every day of the year, not 
merely during the week. 

“Being careful’ is no more than 
common sense,” he said. “But it 
requires constant attention and 
mental alertness.

AN ALABAMA DOCTOR'S 
ACCOUNT OF THE RETREAT 
FROM GETTYSBURG 


One hundred years ago this 
week, General Lee and the Army 
of Northern Virginia began cross- 
ing the Potomac River in their 
retreat from the disastrous battle 
at Gettysburg. 

Dr. Lafayette Guild of Tusca- 
loosa, Alabama, medical . director 
of Lee’s army, returned with the 


\ficult program. 

} Heavy rains and the swollen 
rivers greatly hampered the trans- 
portation of the wounded. Guild 
reported that “The poor wounded 
suffered very much indeed: in their 
jrapid removal by day and night, 


___ over rough roads, through moun- 


jtain passes and across streams, 
|toward the Potamac.” 

The army began ¢rossing the 
Potomac at three fords on the 
jnight of July 13. “The sufferings 
jof the wounded (at this time) 


were distressihg,” .Guild said. 
“Indeed the healthiest.and most 
|robust-- suffered extremely in 


crossing the river.” 

| Furthermore, Guild states that 
during the’ long and difficult re- 
treat, considerable sickness had

Tree Seedlings 
“Available Soon 


Fifty million tree _ seedlings, 
now being grown in three State 
forest nurseries, will be up for 
sale to Alabama landowners for 
the 1963-64 planting season. 


The announcement, made today 
by State Conservation Director 
Claude D. Kelley, revealed that 
applications for the seedlings are 
already streaming into the State 
Foréster’s offices. He indicated 
that orders for specief in short 
supply would be reserved for ap- 
plications mailed: in July and Au- 
gust. Kelley explained that where 
demand exceeds. the supply the 
available trees will be prorated 
to ‘orders received during the 
first two months. 

Kelley said most of the requests 
are for slash and loblolly pines. 
He called these fast-growing trees 
the “pine pair” that has helped 
make forest products “Alabama's 
second largest economic industry.” 


State Forester J. M. Stauffer 
reported that the seedlings cost 
$4.00 per thousand, f.o.b, the nur- 
sery. The single exception, he said, 
is the Arizona cypress which sells 
for $5.50 per thousand with the 
same shipping provisions. 


Stauffer said over 47 million 
slash and loblolly pines, about 95 
per cent of the State’s seedling 


production, will be available this 
year. He observed that the For- 
estry Division was also growing 
sizeable supplies of- longleaf and 
shortleaf pines and limited quan- 
tities of yellow poplar, Arizone

VETERANS MAY QUALIFY 
FOR SPECIAL DIVIDEND 


Many Alabama veterans who 
hold GI “RS”. insurance policies 
have three months remaining in 
which to qualify for a special div- 
idend by exchanging for “W” term 
policies or converting to perma- 
nent insurance; the Veterans Ad- 
ministration said today. 

John D. Chapman, Contact Offi- 
cer at the VA Regional Office in 
Montgomery, said the special div- 
idend, authorized for this purpose, 
expires on September 13, 1963. 

After that date, “RS” policy- 
holders may still convert or ex-

insured may at any time while 
term insurance is in force, convert 
to any of six permanent plans.

Engineering aid has been re- 
quested from The Soil Conserva- 
tion Service for many jobs on the 
farms of cooperators that are 
planned for completion this sum- 
mer and fall. These include 20 
jdams, 12 waterholes, 7 ditches or 
streambank improvement projects, 
and several miscellaneous jobs. 

In addition, there are at present 
junderway some construction or 
jrepair projects. 

Since this is the normally busy 
|season for heavy equipment any- 
way, this list of jobs, and others 
that have not been requested as 
yet, will be almost impossible to 
accomplish with available equip- 
mént. This means that the old rule 
of first come first served will ap- 
ply and each person planning 
work should see owners of bull- 
dozers etc. to get work scheduled. 


Neither the District or SCS can 
recommend operators, but for ACP 
cost sharing practices there is a 
list of approved ‘vendors’ posted 
in the ACS office in the ‘court 
house annex in Columbiana. 

Other than that, personal ex- 
perience or recommendation by 
people for whom satisfactory 
work has been done should bé a 
factor in selecting someone to do 
your job. 

Also high on the list of Conser- 
vation jobs. is preparation of land 
for- fall pasture and temporary 
grazing mixtures.

As Alabama’s leadoff witness 
in wpposition to the Administra- 
tion’s so-called Civil Rights Bill, 
.I told the House Judiciary Sub- 
committee last Friday that the 
bill would curb rather than extend 
the civil rights of every American. 

Speaking before the committee, 
I argued~that by concentrating 


arbitrary power in the hands of: 


the Federal Executive and Judi- 
cial branches of the government, 
this bill, if enacted, would provide 
a means by which the American 
system of individual liberty and 
private property could be destroy- 
ed. 

The overriding issue in the 
current battle over civil rights 
legislation is whether the rights 
of individual Americans regardless 
of race, color or creed can be se- 
cured and advanced by creation 
of government agencies and ex- 
tension of government power. 

My opposition to this proposed 
legislation, and I so stated to the 
members of the committee, is 
based on what I believe is the 
paramount lesson of American 
history—the principal upon which 
this country was founded, increas- 
ed government power is not the 
servant of individual liberties—it 
is its enemy.

passage of the! “public accommo- 
dations” section would invest the 
Judiciary with unprecedented in- 
qpnetive powers affecting private 
property and the use thereof. If 
the commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution can be stretched to 
include federal authority over 
privately-owned public accomoda- 
tions, then the mmerce clause 
may well prove to be the undoing 
of the entire American Constitu- 
tional system. 

I predicted that if the public 
accommodations section is enacted, 
a legalistic cancer that ’could en- 
velop and destroy the body of the 
Constitution itself would grow to 
alarming, perhaps fatal dimen- 
sions. 

The provision of the bill calling 
for a uniform literacy requirement 
in Federal elections would place 
sweeping and arbitrary p s of 
enforcement in the hands of the 
Federal Judiciary and break down 
the Constitutional safeguard for 
separation of powers. 

Vehicle to Power

The tiny burrowers usually 
don’t cause much damage to the 
bulbs and roots of plants “them- 
selves, 
dermine the foundations of both 
lawns and gardens. 


“Moles eat mostly insects and | 


worms,” says Earl F. Kennamer 
of the Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service, “That’s why they’re 
so pesky around the home. They 
tunnel through lawns, gardens 
and flower beds because these 
areas are great producers of food 
for moles.” 


Kennamer, a wildlife specialist, 


says that poison bait is impracti- 
cal if ti is used ditectly against 
moles. “However,” he adds, “moles 
can be handled: by an_ indirect 
poisoning method. Probably the 
most effective way to get rid of 
them is to knock out their food 
supply.” 


If you have problems with 
moles, here’s Kennamer’s sugges- 
tion: “Apply dieldrin at the rate 
of about two ounces for every 
1,000 square feet. Using this ra- 
tio,’ you can treat 1,000 square 
feet of lawn or garden surface 
with--four. ounces of 50° per cent 
wettable powder or any 
suitable combination.

Bill Would Require 
Officeholder To 
Report Earnings 


Legislation requiring all county 
officeholders on the fee system to 
tell the people how much money 
they make each year was proposed 
in Montgomery July 18 by Sena- 
tor Jimmy McDow. , 

Sen. J. T2 MeDow of Shelby has 
had a bill prepared for introduc- 
tion in the Senate to require fee 
system officials throughout Ala- 
bama to publish a complete annual 
statement of their earnings and 
expenses. 

Such information is not now 
readily available to the. public. 

County officers in 45 counties 
would be directly covered by the 
_McDow bill, including probate 
judges, tax collectors and asses- 
sheriffs and court clerks. 

Twenty-two counties would not 
be substantially affected because 
itheir elected officials are on reg- 
lular salaries. 

But McDow said he understands 
that even in of. those 22 
counties, the salaries of 
county officials are supplemented 
by fees or commissions, and those 
officials would also be covered_by 
the public disclosure requirement 
in McDow’s measure. 

“The people of the various coun- 
ties have seen fit to try to fit the 
jneeds of their respective counties 
to a salary or fee system, or a 
of both,” McDow 
| said, “I realize in some counties 
ithe fee system remains the best, 
while in others a salary system is 
best. 

“There seems to be a statewide 
interest by the people in the act- 
wal income and expenditures of 
these officers where any income 
jis derived by fees or commissions. 

“This is public money and 

should be public information 
readily available to the average 
citizen, 
“In my opinion, it would be in 
ithe best interest of the county 
jofficeholders to have the infor- 
|mation published. There are ques- 
‘tions in the minds of the people 
jand when those questions go un- 
answered, the  officeholder is 
sometimes unjustly accused of 
having an income two or three 
‘times the actual income he re- 
ceives.”” 

McDow’s bill would require any 
county officer who is compensated 
wholly or partially on a fee basis 
to publish a detailed statement of 
the gross income -derived—by —him 
\during thé preceding fiscal year 
from salaries, fees, percentages, 
commissions and allowances. 

The statement also would in- 
clude all expenses incurred in the 
operation of the official’s office, 
jincluding amounts paid as salaries 
land wages to employees.

Over the last several years, 
there has been a gradual move- 
ment toward eliminating the fee 
system for county officials and 
ire placing it with a salary system. 
The vast majority. of counties still 
remain on the fee system com- 
pletely, however. 
| The three largest counties—Jef- 
ferse:., Stowe -.ad-Montgomery— 
|pay straight salaries to their 
lelected officials.

Ask Census Bureau 
‘For Proof of Age 


Last year, more than 16,500 res- 
jidents of Alabama turned to the 


partment of Commerce, for help 
in proving where and when they 
were born, the Bureau reported 
today. They needed proof of age 
to collect social security and other 
retirement benefits. They needed 
it to obtain passports. They need- 
ed it qualify for jobs carrying age 
or citizenship requirements. They 
jneeded it for some forms of in- 
surance. 

These persons who requested 
lassistance from the Census Bu- 
lreau last year were among an es- 
|timated 20 million United States 
residents who are without proof 
jof age or birthplace. The histori- 
jcal records of the Census Bureau 
|provide the only acceptable source 
of this information for many of 
|these people, Since its beginning 
lin 1790, the U.S. Census has re- 
|eorded identifying data for almost 
|350 million persons, many of them 
listed several times in separate 
censuses. The Bureau has provid- 
led copies of these records to about 
three and one-half million people, 
as legal proof of age, place of 
birth, citizenship, or kinship. 

Persons seeking such a record 
for social security purposes should 
gc to the local Social Security Of- 
, “srjother purposes, write 
to the ‘Personal Census Service 
Branch, Bureau of the Census, 
Pittsburg, Kansas,-for an appli- 
cation form.

I 
realized full well that this was a 
sleeping issue and that it would 
come to a head in time, and I had 
maintained a neutral position 
since it was defeated by the voters 
in the 1960 Constitutional Amend- 
ment election.

Television, like radio before it 
but to a far greater degree, has 
brought about major changes in 
the advertising picture. It has

In Shelby County 83.3 percent 
of the children receiving aid to 
\ dependent children through the 
, Department of Pensions and Se- 
jcurity are legitimate and 47.9 
|percent are white, Mrs. G. Fulton, 
Director, revealed today. She said 
these findings were based on a 
study of the 236 cases aided in 
|March. (Current data show 239 
jfamilies receiving ADC in this 
county, including 981 recipients of 
whom 744 are children. Average 
payments were only $10.95 per 
recipient last month.) 

The Director compared these 
figures with data for the State ‘as 
a whole which showed 73.3 per- 
leent of all children to be legiti- 
mate, and 31.8' percent of the 
children to be white. She said in 
nine counties 90 percent or more 
of the children were legitimate 
(Blount, Cleburne, Cullman, De- 
|Kalb, Jackson, Fayette, Marion, 
Marshall, and Winston) and in 
three fewer than 50 percnet were 
llegitimate (Dallas, Lowndes and 
Wilcox.)

FARMERS CONSIDER RYE 
AS FALL, WINTER CROP 

Farmers who want fall and 
early winter gtazing aren’t over- 
looking rye. ' 

Here’s why: “Rye withstood the 
sub-zero weather last ‘winter \bet- 
ter than any other small grain,” 
says Auburn University Agrono- 
mist O. N. Andrews. “It grows on 
land too thin to grow profitable 
crops of wheat and oats.” 

The crop also furnishes grazing 
earlier than other cool-season 
grazing plants. 

“However,” says Andrews, “rye 
has its faults. It heads out early 
in the spring and after it starts 
to boot, it’s poor grazing and not 
|very good for silage or hay. The 
grazing period can be extended, 
though, by overseeding with rye- 
ghass and crimson clover at plant- 
ing time.” 

All in all, believes Andrews, the 
good points of rye outweigh the 
bad ones by far.

Gesell Report Threats 


The recent. directive of the Sec- 
retary of Defense is based on a 
recommendation of the Gesell 
Committee report. The committee 
—composed of seven men, three 
of whom are Negioes—was ap- 
pointed by the Administration 
last June to investigate equal 
opportunity in the armed forces. 
The recommendations of this high- 
ly prejudiced report, if followed 
by our government, would use our 
military as a tool to bring about 
total integration. 

Some of the recommendations 
of the Gesell report include a sug- 
gestion that military base com- 
manders appoint biracial commit- 
tees in the communities in an 
effort to break down segregation 
practices; that more Negroes be 
placed on promotion boards; that 
special officres be appointed at 
each base to handle the complaints 
of Negroes; that more Negro girls 
be brought to base functions; and 
that work for desegregation be 
considered in officer promotion. 

The Gesell report also suggests 
closing military bases in commun- 
ities where racial 
is particularly prevalent. Secretary 
of Defense McNamara has said he 
does not regard this as feasible 
“at this time.” While this recom- 
mendation has not been implemen- 
ted by our Executive branch, the 
threat that it might be is causing 
a storm of controversy on Capitol 
Hill. 


Improper Function 


In a speech on the floor of the 
House last week, I asked if the 
United States had reached the 
point where our national security 
adutwciem apy Oevermaned 
not by military and geographic 
effectiveness but by who is served 
in what restaurant. If the threat 
of closing bases in segregated 
areas is carried gut, our armed 
forces would be employed as a 
massive political tool to attain 
social reforms. Clearly, this is not 
the proper province into which our 
military should move, for tradi- 
tionally our armed services have 
remained aloof from the political 
arena. 

In view of these unprecedented 
developments, I, introduced last 
week a resolution which calls for 


discrimination | 


lheen sent to the Committee on 
Rules. 

Such an investigation, in my 
opinion, would bring to light in- 
formation which should be care- 
fully analyzed and considered by 
the Congress and by the American 
people.

SECTION 3. All licenses shall be issued by the Clerk of the 
City. There shall be a fee of fifty cents ete for the issuance of each 
license to be paid by the licensee. 


SECTION 4. If any person shall become delinquent in the pay- 
ment of the license required herein, he shall pay a penalty of fifteen 
per cent (15%) of the amount of the same for each month or frac- 
tional part thereof of such delinquency, such penalty to be added 
to the amount of the license. 


SECTION 5. Any person, firm or corporation engaging in or 
carrying on the business or doing any of the acts for which license 
is hereby required, without first having paid said license, shall.upon 
conviction, be fined not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
and may be imprisoned in the City Jail or sentenced to hard labor for 
said City for not more than 90 days. In the event of any appeal and 
conviction in the Circuit Court, the Judge of said Court on the trial 
of said appeal, shall have the power to impose said jail sentence or 
sentence to hard labor. 


SECTION 6. Any person making a false affidavit to any state- 
ment required herein to be furnished to the Clerk or Mayor shall, 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
($100.00) ad may also be sentenced to imprisonment or hard labor 
for the City for not more than 90 days. 

SECTION 7. If any provision of this Ordinance shall be held by 
any Court to be invalid or illegal, it shall not effect the validity of 
other legal provisions. 

SECTION 8. If any license herein levied is by the Court declared 
unconstitutional, it shall in no way affect the legality or constitu- 
tionality of any other license thereunder. 

SECTION 9. All ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict 
with the provisions of this Ordinance be, and the same are hereby 
repealed. s 

SECTION 10. This Ordinance shall be published in the Shelby 
County Reporter, a newspaper published in Columbiana, Shelby 
County, Alabama, as provided by law. 

SECTION 11. The provisions of this Ordinance shall continue 
in full force and affect from year to year unless repealed or amended 
by subsequent act of the City Council.

Legislature Costs $1 Million 


The cost of operating the Ala- 
bama Legislature during the 
present administration has topped 
$1 -million. As of Monday, the cost 
of legislature from Jan. 17 totaled 
$1,075,000—according to a report 
from Montgomery. If the sine die 
adjournment’ of the “regular ses- 
sion comes early in September as 
now predicted then the cost will 
climb to approximately $1,225,000, 

This amount is safely below the 
$1,509,000 spending record estab- 
lished in the first year of the Pat- 
terson Administration (1959). 

The majpr expense of the leg- 
islature this year during two 
special sessions and one regular 
session has been salaries for the 
106 member-House. It has totaled 
519,000 to date. 

Other expenses included in the 
report received are: House em- 
ployees $178,000; Senate mem- 
bers $162,000, Senate employees 
$109,000; legislative expenses 
£69,000; interim committees $32,- 


000; mental health committee 
$3,200; cotton study committee 
$2,400.

one mile of which has been built 
with borrowed money.

This week some thousands of | 
so-called civil rights marchers are 
to converge on Washington for a} 
mass demonstration. 

To assemble thousands of Ne- | 
groes—abetted by bands of sym- 
pathetic movie stars, entertainers, 
and labor union officials—to dem- 
onstrate over as emotional an 
issue as civil rights is lighting 
the fuse of racial disorders. 

Despite the numerous precau- 
tions and detailed preparations to 
prevent any outbreaks of violence ' 
in the march, the August 28th 
demonstration leaders seem to 
have overlooked two major his- 
torical facts in holding this mass 
march. First, history emphasizes 
that mass marches usually have 
a negative effect on the Congress. 
Traditionally, Congress has never 
been bulldozed—even by the most 
peaceful demonstrations into 
immediate passage of bills sought 
by the demonstrators. The first 
mass march on Washington by 
Jacob Coxey and his ragged “ar- 
my” of paper-money advocates 
ended not in the enactment of fiat 
money, as Coxey hoped, but in a 
near riot and arrest for many of | 
the marchers. 


March Backfires 


The “Bonus Marchers” of 1932 
and again in 1933 streamed into 
Washington to pressure sCongress 
into passing a bill to make the 
payment of veterans’ bonus effec- 
tive immediately. Their purpose 
backfired, however, and Congress 
did not pass the bonus bill until 
much later. Even the 1913 march 
of the suffragettes caused more 
laughing than serious Congres- 
sional consideration of their cause. 
Women did not get the vote until 
seven years after the suffragettes’ 
march.

strongest advocates 

rights have expressed 
over the- August 28th 
march, President Kennedy and 
former President Truman have 
said the march will have no effect 
on the civil rights package now 
pending before the Congress. At- 
torney General Robert Kennedy 
said the announcement of the 
march was “premature,” and that 
civil rights legislation should not 
be “discussed under an aura of 
pressure.” 

The second major historical fact 
that the march formulators have 
overlooked is that all marches, no 
matter how orderly they may be, 
have resulted in some type of 
trouble. Some produced only small 
disorders, others violence, 


Troops Called In 


The 1894 Coxey march produced 
a near riot. In 1932, the first 
Bonus Army of. about 20,000 un- 
employed veterans pitched camp 
in hte nation’s capital. Violence 
soon broke out, and two marchers 
were killed and many injured.

Hayes and R. W. Cobb were once 
residents «of Helena. R. W. Cobb 
was elected Governor of Alabama 
for two terms.

|ALL-PURPOSE MATCHES 
RISKY AROUND COTTON 


During cotton harvesting sea- 
son, one out of every three gin 
fires is caused by wooden, strike- 
anywhere matches. 

“Carelessly dropped into pick 
isacks or trailors, these matches 
are lighted by friction during the 
ginning process,” explains Law- 
rence Ennis, Auburn University 
specialist. “These fires not only 
jcause trouble at the gin, but 
smoldering lint—pressed unnotic- 
ed into a bale—may burst into 
flame hours later in a boxcar or 
a crowded cotton warehouse.” 

Ennis, an Extension Service 
engineer, is urging all Alabama 
producers and gin operators to 
make sure their employes don’t 
carry wooden matches with them 
iwhen picking cotton or working 
in the gin. 

“If they must carry matches, 
adds Ennis, “they need to use the 
paper-backed safety type.”

CHECK SNAKE'S LD. 
BEFORE LOWERING BOOM 


Wait ... don’t kill that snake 
yet. 
“First check on his standing in 
the community,” advises Earl F. 
Kennamer of Auburn University. 

“What too many folks forget,” 
continues Kennamer, Extension 
Service fish and wildlife special- 
ist, “is that not all snakes are the 
bad sort. As a matter of fact, most 
of them aren't. 

“A few troublemakers like the 
copperhead, coral, water moccasin 
and the rattlers—timber, pigmy 
and diamondback-—seem to give all 
the other snakes a bad name. It’s 
an injustice.” 

Kennamer concedes that snakes 
and people just plain don’t mix 
generally. “But most snakes don’t 
bother people in the least,” he 
adds. “Many get rid of rats, in- 
sects and other annoying pests 
laround, the home. These helpful 
reptiles should be left along and 
‘allowed to keep up their good 
work. 

“Only the bad boys should be 
done away with. And then, only 
carefully.” 

If you've noticed a _ prowling 
rattler or some other poisonous 
snake around your home, here are 
Kennamer’s recommended methods 
fof snake disposal: 

“First, try the safe approach. 
Kill the thing without having to 
face him by applying heptachlor 
or dieldrin in either the spray or 
igranule form about the house, 
|That should either kill outright 
or at worst drive him away. 

“Remember, confront a snake 
face to fang only when there’s no 
lother way.” 

And when 
way? 

“Take it easy,” says. Kennamer. 
“Keep in mind that a snake can 
usually strike at least twice his 
normal length. Use either a long 
stick to kill him, or—better still 
|—a shotgun. 

“And make sure he’s dead be- 
fore you try to get near him,” ad- 
vises the wildlife expert.

The scene was a paradoxical one 
for although the natives had dec- 
orated the ship from one end to 
the other with garlands of flowers 
and thrust colorful bouquets into 
the hands of the departing doctors 
and nurses of the S.S. HOPE, 
nevertheless the mood was one of 
sadness. For in ten short months 
the great white hospital ship had 
become a symbol of comfort and 
warmth, caring and healing to 
these peoples. 

And now it was leaving. 


One hears so much these days 
of American foreign aid dollars 
spent unwisely, of the poor image 
Americans have abroad, of con- 
gains scored by the Com- 
munists. 

It is encouraging, then, to hear 
the wonderful moving work car- 
ried on by Project HOPE and its 
physicians, dentists, nurses and 
paramedical personnel, laboring 
tirelessly and selflessly in such 
outposts of the globe as Indonesia, 
South Viet Nam and Peru. Here, 
a small corps of Americans has 
won for the United States the 
lifelong friendship of the peasant, 
the merchant, the landowner—the 
young and the old, the rich and 
the poor. In Peru, “Gringito”, 
once bestowed disparagingly upon 
Americans, has become a phrase 
of warmth and friendship when 
applied to the “Hopies.” 

Now drawing near the end of a 
brief stay in the United States, 
the S.S. HOPE is preparing to 
sail again—this time to Ecuador 
at the invitation of the medicak 
society there to bring medical as— 
sistance to those in need.

DON’T CROP OFF LAWN 
SOON AFTER VACATION 


Don’t let your vacation kill your 
lawn. 

“If you’ve just returned after 
two or three weeks and found the 
grass has grown ankle-high or 
higher, don’t plow in and ‘crop’ it 
off to normal height in one day,” 
warns Troy Keeble, Extension 
Service staff member. “Cutting 
off too much grass at one time 
can do serious damage to a lawn.” 

Keeble, Auburn University orn- 
amental horticulturist, says never 
take off more grass than you 
jleave.

100 Years Ago 


FOWLER'S ALABAMA 
BATTERY AT THE BATTLE 
OF CHICKAMAUGA 


One hundred years ago this 
week, Alabama regiments joined 
other Confederate troops in a 
bloody struggle with Federal 
|\forees around Chickamauga Creek 
near the Georgia-Tennessee bor- 
der. One of the deadliest battles 
of the war, the Battle of Chicka- 
mauga (Sept, 19-20) resulted in a 
Confederate victory which brought 
hope to a stricken South still 
suffering from Federal blows at 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg. 

The report of Captain W. H. 
Fowler who commanded the Ala- 
bama battery assigned to Brig. 
General E. C. Walthall’s Brigade 
shows the dangers to which troops 
on both sides were exposed, 

Although Fowler's report states 
that he and his troops were limit- 
ed in their action because the 
battle field was ‘unsuitable for 
light artillery, reported that he 
and his men were “frequently ex- 
posed to the very heavy fire of 
the enemy” and found some op- 
portunity to repay the enemy for 
the loss of men and horses the 
brigade suffered. 

The majority of the action en- 
countered by Fowler's battery was 
on the second day of battle, Nov. 
20. On that day, Fowler states, 
“We followed the brigade as on 
the previous day, and in the eve- 
ning went with it into the orchard 
and field, where it was under the 
terrible cross-fire from _ several 
batteries of the enemy, and was 
finally flanked and compelled to 
retire by largely superior num- 
bers.” 

“We sustained here a crossfire 
from not less than three batteries,” 
he continued, “together with a fire 
of small arms from a very large 
infantry force.” 

Forced to retire, Fowler then 
setit one of his ‘guns to the assist- 
ance of General Nathan B. -For- 
rest’s battery, where it remained 
and continued firing until the end 
of the battle that day. 

Fowler’s battery suffered a 
total loss of 24 men killed, wound- 
ed or missing and 27 horses killed 
or disabled in the fierce battle. 

His report concludes: “My offi- 
cers and men behaved well, obeyed 
all orders promptly, and bore the 
extraordinary fatigue as well as 
the dangers of the fight in a most 
commendable manner.”

My first winter in England I 
became fed up with the cold and 
damp and longed to go south to a| 
place where I could see a little 
sunshine.

Social Security .

Henry was known as the best 
woodsman in the peighborhood in 
which I lived many years before 
social security started. He always 
had a steady job as a timber cut- 
ter, and his services were in de- 
mand by loggers and saw mill 
operators. One day while getting 
out of the path of a falling tree 
he accidentally stumbled and the 
tree pinned him to the ground 
breaking his back and seriously 
injuring him otherwise. He was 
never able to work again, 

Had Henry met with this acci- 
dent a few years back, the chances 
are that he would be receiving 
disability insurance Benefits under 
the Social Security Law. So let's 
take a look at this part of the law 
and see how it works. 

The purpose of the disability 
insurance program is to give pro- 
tection against loss of earnings 
because of severéJong-lasting dis- 
ability. 

Disability insurance protection 
jis provided for disabled workers 
junder age 65, their wives and 
lyoung children. Benefits may also 
jbe paid to the dependent disabled 
sons and daughters of retired, dis- 
abled, or deceased workers if they 
are 18 years of age or older, and 
have been disabled since before 
jthey reached age 18. All benefits 
e paid on a monthly basis. 

Not all disabled people who 
have been in work covered by so- 
cial security are eligible to get 
disability benefits, 

To be eligible, the disabled 
worker must have worked under 
social security at least 5 years in 
a 10-year period ending in or after 
the calendar quarter in which he 
|became disabled. The 5 years do 
not have to be consecutive. In 
jaddition, to be eligible for disa- 
| bility benefits, or to receive child- 
|hood disability benefits, the indi- 
vidual must have an illness tr 
injury which is so severe as to 
make him unable to do any sort 
of gainful work. The disability 
must have lasted for six full cal- 
endar months or more, and must 
|have started at least six full cal- 
lendar months before he reaches 
\see 65. The dependent disabled 
|$on or daughter of a retired, dis- 
abled, or deceased worker does 
not need to have any record of 
work under social security to get 
payments as a disabled child, 

There are many people in Shel- 
‘by County who are receiving 
jmonthly disability insurance pay- 
|ments under social security. There 
are others who may be eligible to 
receive these payments but have 
not applied .for them. 

Persons who believe themselves 
eligible to receive these payments 
should get in touch with our of- 
fice at 2121 Eight Avenue, North, 
Birmingham.

Kansas City lawyer and writer, 
thinks the new system is good. 
He says the new system will in- 
crease the number of people -who 
would turn out to vote, would give 
them more time to reflect on a 
sometimes bewildering array of 
candidates and issues, and would 
eliminate vote buying at the poll- 
ing centers. 

“Too many people won't take 
the time to look for an obscure 
polling place, which may be in the 
basement of someone’s home,” he 
says. “And many aged persons 
and individuals just can’t make 
it.” He also contends that exam- 
ples of. fraud and corruption in the 
present voting system are endless. 
“In New Jersey, $5 bills were 
handed to voters within 50 feet of 
the polls and in Chicago the pay- 
offs were made from autos parked 
nearby,” Mr. Koury argues. “With 
a mail ballot a vote thief will have 
to knock on a lot of doors.” 


He also contends that standing 
in line at a yoting booth discour- 
ages many voters and that many 
mark their ballots hastily because 
they’re conscious of the others 
waiting. In Denver,.for example 
95 candidates and seven lengthy, 
legalistic constitutional amend- 
ments were on the ballot in 1960. 


Mr. Koury also cites two other 
factors in favor of his plan. It 
would save industry millions of 
dollars because workers wouldn’t 
have to take time off to vote, and 
it would eliminate thousands of 
paid election officials. Because 
these jobs are patronage plums, 
he anticipates that politicians will 
oppose it, but he’s not discouraged. 
“The present system is obsolete,” 
he says. “Sooner or later it will 
be changed.”

\ Firemen who fought a raging 
brush fire in Hollywood's Laurel 
Canyon four years ago still recall 
a tall, elderly lady who tirelessly 
walked up and down Stanley Hills 
Drive with her cook, Mary, serv- 
ing lemonade from an heirloom 
pitcher as the fire consumed 30 
homes. 

The woman was Lady Aubrey, 
widow of the distinguished Eng- 
lish actor, Sir Aubrey Smith. To- 
day, at 90, Lady Aubrey still lives 
on Stanley Hills Drive, just as 
resolute as she was then, but with 
far better reason now to appear

Space doesn’t permit listing all 
the hunting seasons and bag limits, 
but here are a few of the more 
popular. The deer season will open 
in most sections of the state on 
November 9 and close on January 
1, 1964. In some areas it will again 
open on March 20, 1964, and close 
on April 20 for a Spring season. 
The bag limits are one a day and 
three a season. Bob White Quail: 
November 20 to February 29 with 
a bag limit of ten a day and ten 
in possession. Squirrel: North of 
Highway 80 the season is from 
October 15 to January 1 and south 
of Highway 80 it is from Novem- 
ber 1 to January 15, 1964. The 
limit is eight a day and eight in 
your possession. Rabbit: October 
15-February 20. Limit is six a day.

Social Security

The other night I was glancing 
through a book entitled “Hand- 
Book of Alabama” published in 
1891. I noticed that Columbiana 
had a population of 654 while my 
home community, Berry, had 641 
citizens. The book lists two week- 
ly newspapers in Shelby County, 
the News and the Chronicle. Farm 
land was valued at $2.00 to $25.00 
per acre. Chief crops are listed as 
cotton, corn, oats, wheat, and po- 
tatoes. Back then retirement for 
the farmer usually meant taking 
on less active chores while a son 
took over the heavy farm work. 
The pattern today is pretty much 
the same, except today’s farmer 
has the added protection of social 
security. 

Since 1955, farmers with net in- 
comes of $400 during the year 
have been covered by social secur- 
ity. This income is reported and 
the social security tax paid when 
the farmer files his yearly income 
tax return. Even though the farm- 
er may not owe income tax he 
must file a return to get credit for 
social security earnings. 

Self employed farmers may re- 
port their actual net income or 
they may elect the “Optional 
Method” of reporting. By doing 
this, a farmer may report, as his 
net income, two-thirds of his gross 
earnings providing these earnings 
arte $1800 or less. If he grosses 
over $1800 and his net is less than 
$1200 he may report $1200 income 
for social-security purposes. 

The income reported entitles the 
farmer to social security protec- 
tion. This is the same protection 
provided for workers in industry 
and for other self employed per- 
sons. The farmer and his family 
are protected from loss of earn- 
ings due to death, retirement or 
disability. 

I would like to emphasize the 
importance of this protection to

RODDEY'S CAVALRY 
DESTROYS A FEDERAL 
RAILROAD TUNNEL 


One ago this 
week, Brig. General Philip D. 
Roddey led his men in the capture 
of a Union railroad tunnel be- 
tween Tantalon and Cowan, Tenn. 


hundred years 


This was part of the whole plan| 


of the Confederate cavalry under 
Joe Wheeler to cut Federal lines 
of communication into North Ala- 
bama and North Georgia. 

Roddey later reported that after 
driving the enemy off, he and his 
men filled the tunnel through the 
shafts “with every available stick 
and stone” and destroyed the 
enemy camp and equipage, includ- 
ing 25 tents. 


The Federal report made by 
U, S. Captain and Aide-de-Camp 
R. H. Hall to Maj. General D. 


Butterfield, Chief of Staff, was 
more lengthly. 


After an investigation of the 
incident Hall wrote from Steven- 
son, Ala., the following report. 

“Lt. Robert Cairns; 28th Ken- 
tucky Volunteers, was stationed | 
at that time on the mountain over 
the tunnel with 50 men of his| 
regiment, while guarding the’ 
track through the tunnel were 16 
convalescents commanded by a 
sergeant. 

“About 7 p.m. (on October 9, 
1863) while the men of Lt. Cairns’ 


command were preparing their 
supper, they found themselves 
suddenly surrounded by a force 


of the enemy and broke and ran 
in all directions, hiding for the 
most part in the bushes. 

“The party on the track, it 
would appear, offered the only re- 
sistance made, and this consisted 
of a few shots, after delivering 
which this party also ran.’ 

On hearing of the incident Col. 


Given, 102 Ohio Volunteers, com- 
manding the Union. camp at Co- 
wan, hastily prepared for the 
|defense of the town and stockade 
near the tunnel, which Roddey left 
l unchallanged. 

' Estimates. of the 
Roddey’s command ranged from a 
guess of 2,000 to 3,000 by Cairns 
to not more than 800 according to 
an estimate made by one 
leonvalescents. A few men in the 
Confederate cavalry were thus, 
by cutting Federal lines of com- 
|munication and supply, making it 
very difficult for a large Federal 
army to advance South.

Having been a member of the | 
|Corregidor-Bataan Memorial Com- 
mission since 1957, I introduced | 
this legislation earlier this year, 
and I also handled it during the 
floor debate, The bill provides for 
the development of historic Cor- 
regidor Island into a war memori- 
al site in honor of the over four 
million American veterans who 
|fought in the Pacific Theater with 
their Filipino allies during World 
War II. 

The memorial proposed is a 
modest one, and the government 
of the Philippines has agreed to 
the plan and donated the Jand site. 
|Under the provisions of the bill 
passed last Tuesday by the House 
and sent to the Senate, the historic 
Malinta Tunnel and other areas of 
the island, which have fallen into 
u state of ruin, will be restored. 
Historic markers and twin flag 
poles to fly the Philippine and 
Amerivan colors will be erected. 
A small pavilion or tourist center 
jwill be built containing an audi- 
torium and a place for the display 
and storage of historic documents. 


Joint Project 


Although the United States 
Congress initiated the memorial 
project, the Philippine government 
hus already begun clearing and 
restoring the island as a token of 
their good faith in the joint pro- 
ject. The Filipino government has 
agreed to be responsible for ar- 
rangements for guards, for tourist 
transportation to and from the 
island, and for sharing ‘with the 
U.S. in the production of a docu- 
mentary film depicting the strug-

morial bill. 


In a letter to the chairman of 
the Bataan-Corregidor Memorial 
Commission, Gen. MacArthur said 
this of the proposed memorial: “It 
is indeed a worthy purpose.

Budgets 
were adopted that made allowance 
for the payment of current debts 
and investments in sinking funds 
to assure the availability of funds 
to retire debts when due without 
having to refinance.

ANNOUNCING: The — Shelby 
S.C.D. Inverted Tub Trash-Guard 
‘For Smaller Fish Ponds. 


With the assistance of ingenious 
lcooperator W. L. Lawler, the 
local workunit personnel have 
adapted from published Soil Con- 
servation design a device that will 
prevent most of the troubles that 
can arise from floating trash in 
fish and livestock water ponds 
|having riser pipe installations. 

The adaption was not worked 
out to try to improve the official 
design, but to create one that 
could be made cheaply and easily 
in local shops. 

The pilot model is simple enough 
to permit manufacture in a shop of 
the. sort used in vocational agri- 
culture departments in the coun- 
try. It is hoped that arrangements 
can be made for making these and 
distributing them through the 
district. 

We know of many six and eight 
inch riser pipes either not having 
ja trash-guard, or having screen 
or hardware cloth over them, both 
dangerous practices. 

It will be of considerable assist- 
ance to the district supervisors if 
interested pond owners will con- 
tact them or work unit SCS work- 
ers. The guards, including new, 
|heavily galvanized tub and all 
frame bolts, will sell for less than 
eight dollars we believe. 

NOTICE: This guard will not 
serve the same purpose as the 
more expensive tube or sleeve 
type guard recommended for best 
fish production pond management, 
and will not work on larger than 
eight inch diameter riser pipes. 
As most pond owners know, the 
greattest advantage to the sleeve 
extending about six feet under the 
water level is that it draws off 
de-oxygenated water from lower

ATLANTA, GA.—Pulpwood, the raw material of the pulp and paper industry, was har- 
vested in 90 per cent of the South’s counties during 1962. On the accompanying map, pre- 
pared by the Southern Pulpwood Conservatign Association, Atlanta, the blacked-out area 
covers those counties which shared in supplying $500 million worth of wood to the South’s 
pulp and paper mills. Pointing out that this indicates the extent of the pulp and paper 
industry’s importance to communities throughout the region, SPCA General Manager 
H. J. Malsberger said also that the South produced 60 per cent of the nation’s total harvest 
of pulpwood in 1962. “Production in this region,” he added, “‘was greater than that of any 
single foreign country or of any area of comparable size in the world.”

This past week we observed the 
first anniversary of a crisis that 
brought the world to the threshold 
of nuclear digaster. 


The crisis that had bec i build- 
ing for weeks— reached -the—point 
of explosion one year ago October 
22 when President Kennedy an- 
nounced a blockade of Cuba. His 
action was hailed as an_ historic 
turning point in the Cold War. 
Our stand was praised by our 
friends, and our firm resolve at 
a time of supreme crisis gained 
for us new confidence from the 
nations of our own hemisphere. 
While the people of the United 
States recognized the risks were 
great, we knew the stakes were 
even greater, 


It was a year ago this past week 
that the--President revealed a’ 


clandestine and swift buildup of | 


Seviet missiles less than 100 miles 
from our Florida coast. The Rus- | 
sian’s provocative threat to world 
peace caught the United States 
by surpfise, indicating that our 
intelligence and surveillance had 
not been adequate. Yet today— 
only one Year later—the only 
“policy” statements we can obtain 
from the Administration on Cuba 
is that reconnaissance and econ- 
omic sanctions are continuing. 

Although the Cuban missile 
crisis reached a climax in October 
of 1962, the dangers inherent in 
a Communist base in the Western 
Hemisphere were present long 
before Khrushchev placed his roc- 
kets on Cuban soil. Those dangers 
remain today because we failed 
to finish the job we so boldly un- 
dertook last fall. 


Firmer Policy Needed 


In this nuclear age, major risks 
should not be made for minor 
stakes. A year ago we faced up to 
the ultimate risk. Surely we did 
not risk all-out war only to gain 
the right of aerial reconnaissance 
over Castro’s Cuba. While surveil- 
lance is a necessity, it is no sub- 
stitute for policy in meeting the 
threat posed by the existence of a 
Ccmmunist Cuba. 

The United States must adopt a 
firmer policy toward the present 
Cuban government, ‘and toward 
its hemispheric network of sub- 
versive activities. Until we do, the 
volatile countries of Latin Amer- | 
ica will continue to be plagued by | 


Cuban-based subversion, democrat- | 


ically elected governments will be 
subjected to constant pressure, and 
continued conditions of political 
turmoil and economic instability 
will encourage additional military 
coups. 

Although the Kennedy Admin- 
istration made some moves earlier 
this year in an effort to counter 
Cuban-based Communist  subver- 
sion, their efforts to date have 
not been adequate. There are in- 
dications that the Administration 
has now returned to a policy of 
drift-and-wait—the same _ policy

Pensions and

A record $123.5 million operat- 
ing budget for the Department 
of Pensions and Security for the 
1963-64 fiscal year has been ap- 
proved by the State Board of 
Pensions and Security. Included 
are $92.7 million Federal and $30.8 
million State funds. 

Compared with 1962-63 expen- 
ditures estimated by Commission- 
er Ruben K. King at about $115 
thillion, the new budget shows an 
$8.5 million increase, of which $6 
million is Federal and $2.5 million, 
State funds.

A WARNING TO THE C4 VALRY 

One hundred years ago this 
week, a circular was issued to 
Confederate troops by Assistant | 
Adj. General. George William | 
Brent warning them of the conse- 
quences of continued straggling 
and pillaging from private citi- 
zens. 


Writing from the hea ‘quarters 


of thte Army of Ten.iesse= at Mis-|for 
General | 


Ridge, Tenn., 
Brent wrote: “The abuses and ir- 
lregularities which have so recent- 
ly been observed among the cav- 
alry have had an injurious effect 
on the morale of this army and 
upon the citizens.” 

| Although the soldiers were ill- 
lclothed and ill-fed, the private 
citizens of the South were often 
in little better condition because 
some Southern planters were not 
converting their land to food crops, 
but were continuing to plant cot- 
ton and other money crops. 

In order to abolish plundering 
and absenteeism, Brent warned 
that” ... all cavalry men absent 
without proper authority from 
their commands, 
wandering over the country plun- 
dering and stealing from the 
citizens . . . will be sent under 
guard to these headquarters where 
they will be dismounted and 
assigned to infantry.” 

Ironically, however, the picture 
had so chnaged by the closing 
years of the war (the troops were | 
so destitute) that some Soythern 
;commanders' admonished 
'troops to live off the country. As 
Joe Wheeler and his troops pur- 
sued Sherman through Georgia in 
the winter of 1864-65, they, as 
well as Sherman, subsisted at the 
expense of the inhabitants. At this 
time, some Southerners charged 
that Wheeler’s men were a bunch 
of “chicken thieves.”

MONTGOMERY — Barring un- 
forseen emergencies, the progno- 
sis of state fiscal authorities is 
that all departments will receive 
their legislative appropriations in 
full in the coming fiscal year, and 
the conditional appropriations also 
look like good bets to be paid. 

However, early in 1963, when 
the drive for new taxes was going 
full-tilt, leaders of the Wallace 
Administration filled the air with 
cries of “financial chaos” and 
charges that Alabama’s general 
fund faced a “shortage” of some 
$2.38 million for the fiscal year 
ending Sept. 30. 


closed these widely-publicized dis- 
aster warnings turned out to be 
wolf-cries. Instead of a _ deficit. 
the general fund wound up with 
a cash surplus of $504,583.32 
(over and above encumbrances) 
and the year’s outlook bright 
enough to eliminate any talk of 
| proration. 

The surplus exceeded that of the 
previous administration's last year 
by just $4000. Except for a series 
lof extraordinary outlays ($550,000 
for two special legislative ses- 
sions, a $250,000 supplemental 
appropriation for the highway 
control and unbudgeted expendi- 
tures of $200,000 in the military 
department and National Guard) 
the surplus would have been close 
to $1.5 million, the amount all ad- 
ministrations like to have on hand 
as a cushion. 


Last February, Governor Wal- 
lace ordered a 10 per cent prora- 
tion to reduce expenditures from 
the general fund, but the cutback 
was reduced to three per cent 
when -the fund got a_ windfall 
through settlement of a _ long- 
standing corporation franchise tax 
case. This settlement enriched the 
fund by some $1.8 million. 

The previous administration, al- 
though faced with extraordinary 
expenses, including special sessions 
and emergency military depart- 
;ment outlays, held out against a 
[larger settlement (reportedly in 
the neighborhood-of $2.5 million) 
\because the Revenue Department 
decided, after liability had been 
conceded, to seek collection of the 
jentire $3 million claimed to be due. 

The general fund appropriations 
for fiscal year 1963-64 are $45.4 
million, plus conditional alloca- 
tions of $3.1 million. Last year the 
absolute general fund appropria- 
tions aggregated $45.6 million.

CONTROL RATS IN WINTER 
WITH FRESH PESTICIDES 


How many rats do you plan to 
board this winter? 

“If you don’t want to board any, 
it’s time to put warfarin, fumarin, 
pival and p.m.p. to work,” says 
Earl F. Kennamer, Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension wildlife special- 
ist. 

These rodent control materials 
block the formation of prothrom- 
bin, the substance which makes 
clotting of the blood possible. 
Without this clotting—or enough 
of it—rodents die painlessly of in- 
ternal bleeding. 

Kennamer says to buy prepared 
materials—fresh—in small quanti- 
ties for use in the home or on the 
farm. Rats won't readily eat moldy 
or insect-infested materials, so 
they must be fresh. 

Prolin, a new killer on today’s 
pesticide market, is a combination 
of warfarin and an antibacterial 
agent which makes warfarin more 
effective because it keeps insects 
away.

‘Shelby County Highway 
Paragraphs Department Explained 


(Editor’s Note: The accomplish- 
ments of the men of the Shelby 
County Highway Department are 
|highly regarded throughout Ala- 
bama. Delegations from other 
Leounties have visited this depart- 
ment to gain 
policies and procedures. Members 
of the Board of Revenue believe 
that we have one of the finest 
County highway departments in 
Alabama. This paper will publish 
a series of articles written by 
Probate Judge Conrad M. Fowler 
to explain how this department 
is organized and how it functions.) 


First Installment 


Farm-to-Market Road Act 
passed by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture in 1944 is the basis for one 
of the nations best “state-wide” 
county road systems. This act put 
the counties of Alabama in the 
road building business in a sub- 
stantial way. Some doubted that 
the counties could succeed in this 
type of operation. Accomplish- 
ments of county highway depart- 
ments have proven the wisdom of 
those who sponsored this lezisla- 
tion. The present State Highway 
Director, Ed N. Rodgers, was the 
author of this act. 

The law provided an equal di- 
vision to each county of 1/67 of 
the 3c gas tax ear marked for the 
counties and 1/67 of the Ic gas 
tax that accrues to the credit. of 
exch county each month. The law 
has also provided a certain amount 
of federal funds each year for 
each county. These monies with 
jthe local revenyes have financed 
county highway programs. 
| County citizens employed in

had an interest in their work. 
They are proud of the job that 
they have done. They have com- 
pleted 347 miles of county paved 
roads, not one mile of which has 
been built with borrowed money, 

Under the Farm to Market Road 
Act the county must employ a 
trained and licensed County Eng- 
ineer. He must be approved by the 
State Highway Deparmtnet. This 
department pays one half of his 
salary. Our County Engineer is 
James L. Ray Jr. Mr. Ray grad- 
uated from Shelby County High 
School. He enlisted in»the Marine 
Corps shortly after high school 
graduation. After WW II he re- 
turned to Shelby County and was 
employed as a draftsman in the 
highway department. He attended 
engineering courses at the Uni- 
versity Center in Birmingham; 
received his license from the state 
in -1955 and has been our County 
Engineer 1956. He is re- 
sponsible to the Board of Revenue 
for the construction and mainten- 
ance of all roads. The law places 
upon him the responsibility of 
hiring all personnel in his depart- 
ment. He requisitions supplies and 
materials to be purchased by the 
Board of Revenue. He is respon- 
sible to the Board fdr the observ- 
ance of all rules, regulations, 
|policies and procedures laid down 
by the Board, 

Mr. Ray has a very responsible 
position. The Department employs 
104 men and one lady secretary. 
The organization of the Depart- 
ment includes the engineer and 
office staff, maintenance shop 
forces, concrete pipe manufactur- 
ing crew, base course group, bitu- 
minous repair group, right of way

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KENNAMER LISTS RULES 
FOR FIREARM SAFETY 


Items on firearm safety are al- 
|ways turning up in the papers. 

People are alternately warned, 
scolded, cautioned and begged to 
beware of guns. “Guns can kill,” 
reads the typical megsage. “Be 
careful.” 

Yet another of the most fre- 
quent items has to do with the 
people who are accidentally maim- 
ed or killed by guns, usually by 
guns that “weren’t. loaded.” 

So here goes another warning 
which hopefully ‘will produce a 
few good results. It’s in the form 
of 14 points, as drawn up by Au- 
\burn University Wildlife Special- 
ist Earl F. Kennamer: t 
| 1. Treat every gun, even though 
you think it’s not loaded, as if it 
were a primed stickof dynamite. 

Never take a loaded gun into an 
automobile, camp or house 

Before loading, check to be 
sure the barrel is free of any ob- 
| struction. 

4. Carry your gun so that you 
can control the direction of the 
muzzle, just‘in case you stumble. 
| 5. Be sure of your target before 
you pull the trigger. 

6. Never-point a gun at another 
person unless you intend to kill 
him. 


8. Don’t climb trees 
fences with a loaded gun.

Forest Fires 
Destructive 


The present crisis in wood fires 
certainly has emphasized the lack 
of men and equipment to cope 
with any forest fire situation, 
certainly not a real blow-up as is 
now threatened. There are many 
fire towers without lookout per- 
sonnel to locate and report fires 
to the inadequate crew. In many 
instances fire towers that were 
built with CCC labor in the 30's 
are dangerous for one to occupy. 
Much of the equipment, such as 
trucks, are World War LI vehicles 
that would not likely run if called 
upon. All of this has been called 
to the attention of the members 
of the legislature and the admin- 
istration. 

Alabama receives the lowest 
appropriation from the general 
fund of the state for forest fire 
protection of any state of the en- 
tire South. Were it not for Volun- 
tary contributions by landowners, 
appropriations from county boards 
of revenue and a self-imposed sev- 
erance tax on industry, there 
would be no Division of Forestry. 


Of the $400,000 appropriated from | 


the general fund, $175,000 is used 
for administrative cost, leaving 
only $225,000. to. operate the de- 
partment. The Division of For- 
estry’s share of the administrative 
cost to the Department of Con- 
servation has increased during the 
past 10 years from $53,000 per 
annum to presently $175,000. 

Large landowners, including all 
paper mills, supply their 
forest fire protection units. In ad- 
dition, they make generous con- 
tributions to the Division of For- 
estry in order that assistance can 
be given to small landowners in 
their particular area. 

Presently, Alabama has almost 
22,000,000 acres of forest land to 
protect and expenditure per acre 
is 7c as compared to 22c in Flor- 
ida; 16c in Georgia; 20c in Lou- 
isiana; lle in Mississippi; 13¢ in 
North Carolina; 14¢ in South 
Carolina and 12c in Tennessee.

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/FOREST INFORMATION 

FOR WOODLAND OWNERS 

| Knowing the potential of land 
for producing timber is just as 
important to the owner as know- 
ing whether it will produce high 
yields of corn. This is especially 
important when he selects land for 
growing trees, according to M. A. 
Peters, Woodland Conservationist 
of the USDA's Soil Conservation 
Service. 

“Growing timber is a long-term 
project as compared to growing 
other farm crops,” Peters said. 
“Timber occupies three fourths of 
the land in Shelby County.” 

“Many of these woods are not 
producing timber at anything near 
the maximum rate possible,” as- 
serted Mr. Peters. “This may be 


due to the fact that the woodlands | 


do not have enough trees per acre, 
or that slow-growing trees are 


hogging the space that could be | 
growing more valuable trees that 


grow fast.” 
“The ‘progressive landowner can 


be interested in not merely grow- | 


ing trees, but better trees,” the 


woodland expert continued, “trees | 
produce raw material | 


that will 
of highest quality and of highest 
dollar value.” 

By growing trees that have been 
found to be best adapted both to 
‘soils and to markets, the landown- 
er can expert quicker and larger 
|returns from his woodland, This 
is especially important in the se- 
lection of tree species to plant. 
The available markets and values 
lof different knds of trees are also 
jof great importance in the man- 
agement of woodlands. 

For the past ten years, foresters 
‘and soil scientists of the Soil Con- 
servation Service and other agen- 
cies have gathered information on 
the growth of various tree species 
on the many different soils found 
jin Shelby County. 

This information was recently 
|released to Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice technicians working with the 
Shelby County Soil Conservation 
District. 

If your farm has a soil survey, 
this information on the best ne 
to grow and the productivity y 
can expect can be supplied you by 
the SCS technicians. It is avail- 
able for most soils for pine, yellow 
popular, oaks, red cedar, and some 
other species. 

Assistance in- woodland plan- 
ning, ncluding soil survey infor- 
mation and technical help, is avail- 
lable to the farmers of this county 
\through the Shelby County Soil 
| Conservaton Dstrict.

FEDERAL EXPEDITION FROM 


WHTESBURG, ALABAMA, TO) 

DECATUR, ALABAMA 

One hundred years ago this| 
~ 

week, Federal troops marched} 

through the area between  the| 


Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
and the Tennessee River, scouring 
the country between Whitesburg 
and Decatur, Ala. Their main ob- 
jective was the destruction of Con- | 
federate cavalry units. operating | 
in the area under Philip D. Rod-| 
dey, the “defender of North Ala- 
bama’ and Stephen D Lee . 

Major J. Morris Young of the 
5th Iowa Cavalry, who led the ex- 
pedition, later reported his ‘three 
objectives as follows: “to drive out 
or capture” the Confederates; “to 
capture and destroy all boats and 
ferries on the river from Whites- 
\burg to Decatur;’ and “to destroy 
or render unserviceable a_ grist 
and saw-mill in that vicinty.” 


Beginning the expedition on 
|Nov. 14 with around 400 men, the} 
Union troops moved across the|* 
| mountains to Whitesburg,  by- 
passing Huntsville. Reaching Thi- 
ana, the expedition found - two 
Confederate ferry-boats on the op- 
|posite side of the river and under 
cover of 25 sharpshooters, ele- 
ven of the men succeeded in 
| crossing the river and capturing 
| the boats. 

| On Nov. 16 the Federal com- 
|mander received information that 
the Confederate landing down the 
river near Decatur was covered by 
two large pieces of artillery and 
that troops from Confederate 
units commanded by Brigadier 
Generals Philip D. Roddey and 
Stephen D, Lee were intrenching 
in the area. Young decided not to 
attack. “Rather amused than ot- | 
herwise at so unexpectedly stirr-| 
ing up so much trouble for the re- | 
maining boat mentioned in my in-| 
structions,” he reported.

A. When there is no birth cer- 
tificate, age may be verified by 
birth certificate of applicant’s 
child, by church records, marriage 
records, military records, Social 
Security records, insurance poli- 
cies, etc. A legal document show- 
ing age can usually be accepted.

Many millions of Americans will 
take to the fields and forests this 
fall to hunt everything from cot- 
tontail rabbits to Canadian moose. 
At least 200 of these hunters will 
be brought back dead. They'll, be 
jkilled in accidents involving guns, 
and back of almost every hunting 


Today’s Health, the magazine 
lof the American Medical Associa- 
tion, offers some basic pointers 
that will help you to return un- 
wounded from your hunting trip 
and avoid bagging a fellow hunter: 

—Know what you're firing at 
|before you pull the tigger. Be cer- 
tuin that the rustle in the brush 
actually is a deer and not another 
hunter. 


—Never climb through or over 
a fence with a loaded.gun. Unload 
the gun, then reload after you've 
crossed. 


| —Don’t shoot at a flat, hard 
lsurface. Ricochetting bullets can 
kill or wound at long distances. 


—Never look down the barrel 
‘of a gun to see whether it’s loaded. 
You can't tell by looking down 
the barrel anyway, and theré’s al- 
ways the chance of an accident. 


—Always carry a gun so that 
| you control the direction of the 
|muzzle even if you stumble, Keep 
the safety on until you're ready 
to shoot. 


—Keep guns away from chil- 
dren. Never leave a weapon un- 
attended without first unloading 
it. Store guns and ammunition 
safely out of the reach of children. 


—Unload guns carried into camp 
or home. Keep guns cased until 
reaching the hunting area. Always 
be sure the barrel is clear of ob- 
structions, such as mud or snow. 

—Alcohol and guns definitely 
don’t mix. Avoid drinking while 
you’re carrying a loaded gun. 

—Above all, treat a gun with 
respect. Never point it at a human 
being. It might go off.

Under 
the ‘system existing in Shelby 
County prior to 1949, each ¢om- 
missioner ran the road program 
in “his own district.

Under the Unit System there is 
but one organization and one 
operation.

Well, first of all, Korea is a 
really beat up country. It has 
been touzh on the Koreans to 
have a peninsular in such a stra- 
tegic spot — but this is no new 
thing to them. People have been 
marching thru Korea for centur- 
ies the Tartars, Mongols, Chi- 
nese, Japanese and Russians, 
most of the time it wasn't even 
Korea they were after but some 
more powerful neighbor. Poor Ko- 
rea provided the battle ground. 
And for a battle field you could 
not pick a worse spot. There are 
mountains everywhere Some 
are not so high, but are real 
rough and barren looking. Far- 
mers needing firewood have cut 
down the trees and hacked off the 
branches, The results are guant 
and eroded hills. However, the 


new government is vigorously un- 
dertaking the movement to make 
mountains green by the implemen- 
tation-ef the forest police. 
Among these mountains only an 
experienced rice farmer could find 
patches suitable for cultivation.

There are many temples and 
pavillions in the country, every 
one of which have historical leg- 
ends. One of the places which the 
Koreans point to with pride is the 
‘area around Kyong-ju, in South- 
eastern Korea. This was the cap- 
ito] of the Silla Dynasty, which 
controlled most of Korea about a 
thousand years ago. Buddhism ‘is 
the dominant religion and in one 
temple-cave near Kyong-ju, some 
beautiful Buddhist statues have 
been found carved from white 
granite. The largest bell in Korea 
is also found in Kyong-ju. It was 
cast ni the eighth century, and 
weighs over one hundred and fifty 
{thousand pounds. 


In and around Seoul, there are 
many interesting spots—although 
most of them have been pretty 
well wrecked. This city has been 
the capitol of Korea for the last 
five hundred years. 

The city of Seoul itself is sur- 
rounded by hills. Along the ridge- 
crests of the city traces remain 
here and there of the old city 
wall. A few of the old gates still 
stand, though the cityt has been

One hundred years ago this 
week, the Confederate command 
began to move troops from posts 
over Alabama to reinforce forces 
in Tennessee. The Battle of Chat- 
tanooga was pending. Command- 
ing officers at defense posts in 
Alabama protested as they felt 
their strength crumble and saw 
no replacements in sight. Colonel 
Benjamin S. Ewell, Assistant Ad- 
jutant General for the Western 
Department of the Confederate 
Army, received dispatches from 
officers in Talladega and Mobile 
requesting assurance that the 
state would not be left defenseless. 

“I have ordered Quarles’ bri- 
jgade to go to General Bragg (in 
Tennessee),” wrote Major General 
Dabney H. Maury, commanding 
the Depatment of the Gulf with 
headquarters at Mobile. “I may 
send him the 17th and 29th Ala- 
bama, fine, large regiments, so 
soon as I can replace them by 
heavy artillerists . .. It will not 
do for me to remove the necssary 
garrisons of my forts and heavy 
|batteries until they can be re- 
placd.” 

Major W. T. Walthall, com- 
manding a post at Talladega, was 
a little more explicit in explaining 
|his situation. “General Maury 
thad directed me particularly to 
jendeavor to protect the railroad 
bridge over the Coosa River .. . 
|(and) to look to the protection 
of the furnaces, foundries, etc., in 
\this vicinity and along the line 
of railroad passing through Tal- 
ladega,” he said. 
| He continued “ ... For this and 
other duties relative to the pro- 
tection of public property, etc., I 
had heretofore relied _ entirely 
leonscripts detailed from the 
lcamp of instruction at this place. 
|The withdrawal of all these de- 
|tailed men . . . leaves me without 
any force “whatever.” He _ sug- 
| gested the organization of “seve- 
ral companies of boys between the 
ages of 16 and 18, and other ex- 
empts” for the defense of the 
state. In the later years of the 
war, such companies become the 
only defense in many sections of 
the South.

EARLY THANKSGIVING 

The Pilgrims are _ generally 
credited with the first Thanksgiv- 
ing observanre in this country in 
the fall of 1621, although Virginia 
historians that the 
nists in that state may have cele- 
brated Thanksgiving 1620 at 
Berkeley Plantation. Brad- 
ford of the Pilgrim colony decreed 
a holiday after the fall harvest so 
that all might “after a more spe- 
cial together.” 
The date not known; around 
Oct. 15 is thought likew. Edward 
Winslow of the colony described 
it in a letter of Dec. 11, 1621, to 
a friend in England, so the date 
presumably was earlier. 

Food included wild fowl 
geese turkeys—small 
corn bread, and leftover ship bis- 
cuit and butter from Mayflower 
supplies, clams and other shell- 
fish, “sallet herbes” such as leeks 
and watercress, wild plums and 
dried berries and grape wine. 
Massasoit arrived with 99 of his 
braves who provided five deer for 
barbecuing. Feasting lasted three 
days, interspersed with games of 
skill, shooting matches, and a kind 
of military review.

CRANBERRIES 

The American cranberry, may 
have been a part of that famous 
first Thanksgiving dinner of the 
Pilgrim Fathers. Early writers 
credit the Indian, Sassamon, with 
introducing the red berries to the 
colonists soon after their arrival. 

In the next century, Mahlon 
Stacey. wrote (1780) from New 
Jersey totmakorkshire, England, 
praising the berries as “like cher- 
ries for color and bigness.” He 
cited a use. that has a modern 
ring: “An excellent sauce is made 
of them for venison, turkeys, and 
other great fowl.” 

Indians used the berries in pem- 
mican, pounding together dried 
venison, cold fat, and cranberries 
into cakes, or they simply~ dried 
the berries to use as food later. 

And the name? A berry eaten 
by cranes in the swamps.

He 
re-emphasized this plea for sup- 
port and assistance in a _ special 
Thanksgiving Day message to the 
American people on Thursday. 


Pointing out that the change

Declaring our nation’s firm 
resolve, President Johnson reaf- 
firmed President Kennedy’s for- 
eign policy and pledged to keep 
our commitments “from South 
Viet Nam to West Berlin.”

100 Years Ago 


|ALABAMA SOLDIERS WITH 
|LONGSTREET AT KNOXVILLE 


One hundred years ago this 
week, General James Longstreet 
lifted the Confederate *siege of 
| Knoxville, Tenn., and fell back to 
Morristown, Tenn., as a result of 
ithe approach of heavy Federal 
|reinforcements after the Federal 
victory at Chattanooga. 

Two soldiers under Longstreet’s 
command at this time, although 
not born in the state, were closely 
jidentified with Alabama. Briga- 
dier General Young Marshall 
|Moody, a Virginian who settled in 
Marengo County before the war, 
promptly offered his services 
when Alabama seceded and enter- 
ed the Confederate Army as a 
jcaptain in the 11th Alabama in- 
fantry. After about a year’s ser- 
vice, he returned to the state to 
assist in raising the 43rd Alabama, 
,of which he was elected lieutenant 
colonel and a Mobile hero, Arch- 
ibald Gracie, colonel. 

At the battle of Chickamauga, 
Moody was colonel of the regi- 
ment, Gracie being promoted to 
brigadier general with the 43rd 
as one of the regiments in his 
command, Gracie later highly 
commended the valor of Moody at | 
Chickamauga, and when he was | 
killed by a sharpshooter in De- 
cember of 1864, Moody took charge 
of the command, receiving his 
commission as brigadier general 
in March of the next year. He 
served the remainder of the war 
and was captured near Petersburg 
the day before the surrender at 
Appomattox. After the war he 
returned to Mobile and engaged 
in business there, but died less 
than a year later of yellow fever 
while in New Orleans. 

Also serving under Longstreet 
at Knoxville was Danville Lead- 
better, a native of Maine and a 
graduate of the U. S. military 
academy. As superintending eng- 
ineer of the repairs of Fort Mor- 
gan and the building of Fort 
Gaines near Mobile before the 
war, he came to regard the state 
as his own. Upon Alabama’s 
|secession, he resigned his commis- 
sion as captain in the U. S. Army 
and accepted the commission of 
lieutenant colonel in the Confed- 
erates States Army, being placed 
in command of Fort Mogarn. 

Commissioned brigadier general 

in 1862, he served in east Tennes- 
\see and was for a short time chief 
of the engineering department of 
the Army of Tennessee, serving 
jin this capacity during the con- 
struction of the lines along Mis- 
sionary Ridge while Federal 
troops were investing Chatta- 
/nooga. 
Shortly after the battle of Mis- 
isionary Ridge (November 285, 
'1863), Leadbetter accompanied the 
brigades of Bushrod Johnson and 
Gracie on their march to reinforce 
Lnogstreet. Having been stationed 
at Knoxville previously, Leadbet- 
ter was familiar with its fortifi- 
jeations and according to one 
observer: “being the oldest mili- 
| tary engineer in the Confederate 
\service, was supposed to he the 
most effecient.” But despite aid, 
|Longstreet was forced to abandon 
his seige of Federal held Knox- 
ville in early December, 1863. 
After the war Leadbetter escaped 
to Mexico and died in Canada in 
1866, before he had a chance to 
return to the United States.

The Number One Construction 
Unit has several weeks to work 
to do to complete the project ex- 
tending from Columbiana to the 
Wilsonville-Kingdom Shelby Road, 
with three spurs back to Highway 
No. 25. In February or March of 
64 this Unit will begin construc- 
tion of the Bear Creek Road, 
extending from Highway No. 280 
to Vandiver and beyond. This road 
will be the longest project under- 
taken by a County Unit. It will 
be 15.4 miles long. 

The Number Three Unit com- 
pleted about eight miles of con- 
struction in the Vandiver area 
last summer and has been con- 
structing a loop road that extends 
to Spring Creek from the Dewey 
Lowery Service Station, south and 
back to the end of pavement near 
the Alex Etress residence. This 
project is about 60% completed. 

The Base Hauling Unit is plac- 
ing basé hauled from the Barnes 
pit near Pelham on the third-grade 
road north of the Cahaba River 
in Beat 5. This road is already 
under contract for paving and the 
work will be done next summer. 


ence in bad weather. The Board 
has increased its fleet of dump 
trucks from 14 to 32 in the past 
attempting to over- 
come this problem but it is still 
with us. One reason is that con- 
struction continues in bad wea- 
ther but the base hauling must 
stop when the roads are wet. 
Trucks hauling base over newly 
constructed roads simply tear 
them up and do more damage 
than good. The Board has improv- 
ed the situation by using crushed 
limestone on the newly construct- 
ed roads. This will lessen the slick 
quality of the road but it will not 
prevent the road from cutting up 
under the traffic. 

It is usual that a road that is 
constructed one year will not be 
paved until the next yéar. This 
permits, the road to become more 
settled and reduces the possibility 
of failures appearing after pav- 
ing.

ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


In the aftermath of national 
tragedy, we should not allow the 
President’s death to be used as a 
political propaganda weapon by 
one group against another. 

Speaking in the House of Rep- 
resentatives last week, I pointed 
out that there is a vital need for 
the American people to gain per- 
spective on the facts surrounding 
what President Johnson has called 
“the foulest deed of our time.” 


The national interest can only 
be served by the most thorough | 
investigation into the facts sur- 
rounding the assassination. Pend- 
ing the complete results of this 
investigation, it would seem to be 
the duty of every American— 
especially our political leaders and 
public figures—to direct their 
energies toward helping the nation 
acquire perspective and _ insight 
into the tragic events of Nov. 22. 

In this regard, I regret that 


much has been said in recent days 
that both blurs the salient facts 
known about the Presdient’s death 
and does disserviée to the over- 
riding cause of national unity at 
this critical time. This is no time 


for any Americans to seize upon 
the incident of national tragedy 
in- order to further the political 
philosophy of one group against 
another. 

I told my colleagues in the 
House last Thursday that I, for 
one, deeply resent the frantic and 
unreasoned effort on the part of 
some spokesmen to issue a mass 
indictment against a city, a state, 
and a region for what occurred in 
Dallas, Texas, that fatal Friday 
afternoon. 

To lay the responsibility for our 
President’s tragic death upon any 
city, state, region or group of 
Americans is to sow the seeds of 
national distrust and division. It 
is also demagogic nonsense.

There is reason to believe that 
President Kennedy was assassi- 
nated by a demented personality 
acting on his own. At the same 
time, we cannot overlook the fact 
that the mind of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald by his own admission had 
been poisoned at an early age by 
the propaganda of the most malev- 
olent enemy of our American 
system—the forces of international 
communism. 

Our government has said that 
it has no indication that the Soviet 
government or any other foreign 
gevernnment was involved in the 
assassination of the President. 
Though this may be true, there 
is no overlooking the fact that 
before he died, the assassin Os- 
wald told the world that he had 
first developed his hatred for this 
country and our system after

GET.WINTER FEED EARLY, 
STATE CATTLEMEN URGED 


“The earlier the better.” 

That old adage might ease the 
feed shortage situation in Ala- 
bama this winter. Here’s how: 

Auburn University Marketing 
Specialist Allen Brown says pres- 
ent conditions indicate feed costs 
will continue to rise as the winter 
'goes along. And there’s not a 
‘plentiful supply of locally grown 
hay and feed grain in most parts 
of the state. 

“With domestic and export de- 
mands up, protein supplement 
costs are also likely to work up- 
ward,” Brown says. 

“All this points up the import- 
ance of getting winter feed sup- 
plies as early as possible.” 

Brown advises Alabama live- 
stockmen to look around. “If feed 
supplies are short, then they can

Disease, financial 
collapse, food shortages, and the 
breakdown of transportation, none 
of which the South could control, 
rather than cruelty account for 
the high death rate in Southern 
prisons—almost matchéd in many 
cases by the death rate of Sou- 
eherners in Northern enclosures.

Roof Color 
Comes First, 
Says Stylist 


When a woman dresses herself 
to make a big impression, she 
usually finishes at the top—with 
her hat. But when she dresses 
up her house, it’s just the oppo- 
site, if she’s smart. She starts at 
the top—with the roof. 

There are two good reasons for 
this, according to color authority 
William Manker of Los Angeles: 

1, Since the roof is usually the 
largest unbroken surface on a 
house, the choice of roofing color 
has a major effect on the impres- 
sion the house makes. 

2. Durable roofing such as UL- 
labeled asphalt shingles will give 
long years of service. Trim and 
siding will require painting long 
before a roof needs replacement. 

Manker stresses the importance 
of coordinating roof, siding and 
trim colors with architectural 
style. 

“A ranch-type house looks at- 
tractive when sidewalls and trim 
are painted with stained colors 
of soft gray-green, gray, tan- 
beige or cream. A brown asphalt 
shingle roof goes well with this 
house,” he says. 

“A Regency-style home is often 
painted in subtle colors —soft 
graygreen, or a gray blend. The 
roofing should be slate gray. 

“A Colonial house is usually 
white with black or dark colored 
shutters and a slate gray or dark 
brown roof,” Manker says. 

“The contemporary modern 
home,” he adds, “can be practi- 
cally any exterior color. It often 
has a white or sand-col low- 
pitch roof,”

Santa Claus 
To Celebrate 
His Birthday 


The jolly figure we know as 
Santa Claus reached his one-hun- 


diedth birthday this year! 


He was brought to “life” in New 
York City in 1863, beneath the 
pen of a cartoonist, Thomas Nast, 
who was commissioned to illus- 
trate the poem “The Night Before 
Christmas’ (originally titled “A 
Visit from St. Nicholas”), written 
in 1822 by Dr. Clement Clark 
Moore, a seminary professor. 

(It was Thomas Nast as the 
Harper’s Weekly cartoonist who 
also created the Democratic don- 


key and the Republican elephant). 


THE FIRST SANTA 

Dr. Moore’s Santa was the pro- 
duct of legends dating back as far 
as 200 A.D. when the “first” Ni- 
cholas was The place was 
Patara, a village in Asia Minor, 
a portion of present-day Turkey. 

Even as a young boy, Nicholas 
was known for his generosity, and 
he eventually became the Bishop 
of Myra. 

After his death, Dec. 6, 343 A.D. 
many European countries adopted 
St. Nicholas as their patron saint. 


JOLLY FRIEND 


born. 


In 1613 in Nieww Amsterdam 
(New York City) the Bishop- 


robed St. Nicholas was introduced 
to this country by the Dutch set- 
tlers. He remained thin and wrin- 
klelbrowed until the early 1800's 
when American. artists gradually 
began to picture him as short, fat 
and happy. 

The twinkle in his eye appeared 
in 1821 through an illustration in 
a book “The Children’s Friend.” 
The picture showed him with a 
sleigh, reindeer, and bearing gifts. 

Where did American artists get 
their ideas~ of how -Santa—should 
lock? And where did the sleigh 
and reindeer come from? 

Santa’s red suit probably comes 
from the fact that as a Bishop, 
St. Nicholas wore red _ robes. 
Santa's rotund shape, jolly nature, 
and white. beard are also seen in 


the German’s version of “Sankt 
Nikolaus.” 
In Switzerland, “Santa” is an 


angel “Christkindl” (Kriss Krin- 
gle) who arrives in a sleigh drawn 
by six reindeer. , 

Our Santa Claus is indeed a 
pioduct of many lands, but that 
he’s “Made in the U.S.A.” there’s 
no doubt!

Shelby County Maintains \ 


800 Miles Of Roads 


By Judge C. M. Fowler 
Article Six 


In the past two weeks accounts 
huve been given of the procedures 
involved in planning our road pro- 
gram and of the details of grad- 
ing, drainage and providing base 
for our new roads. This; week 1 
wéuld like to~tell you ‘of another 
very important phase of the work 
of the Department; that of road 
maintenance. It is our responsi- 
bility to maintain all county roads, 
both dirt and paved. There aré 
about 800 miles of roads in our 
county system. 


Tom Minor of Columbiana is the 
Maintenance Superintendent. He 
has been with the Highway De- 
partment for 16 years. A consid- 
erable portion of the equipment 
and employees are divided into 
two groups; those responsible for 
maintenance of dirt roads and 
those who look- after -the -paved 
roads. Others, such as the bridge

The principal tasks of those who 
maintain the dirt roads include 
cutting right of way, maintaining 
drainage lines and ditches, plac- 
ing chert on areas where neces- 
sary, distributing limestone to 
eliminate slippery areas, and 
“blading” the’ road with a road 
patrol to reduce rough areas that 
occur repeatedly in our dirt roads. 


Two motor pa‘rol groups are 
in operation. Each has two patrols 
and each is served with a pick-up 
truck with a mobile radio. These 
groups..do.a tremendous. amount 
of work. The operators have be- 
come familiar with the problems 
in their assigned areas. Except in 
cases of extreme weather condi- 
tions they are usually able to re- 
store our dirt roads within two 
or three weeks after bad weather. 
They patrol] about 450 miles of 


roads...In..addition they do. ditch | 


and shuolder repairs on the paved 
road net. 


A truck group equipped with 
spreader boxes on the rear of the 
dump bed serves to dispense com- 
mercially produced limestone to 
slick places. This process has been 
a great help. One truck can spread 
a strip of from 200 to 300 feet 
with a layer of stone. Unlike 
dumping a load of chert, the stone 
requires no machining after it has 
been placed on the road. The Board 
realizes that this is. not a perm- 
anent solution to most slippery 
areas but it provides traction for 
the motorist until such time as 
more substantial steps can be 
taken. 


More permanent repair work is 
done by men who operate a truck 
group with motor patrol and a 
front end loader. This group 
places chert, installs drainage 
pipe, builds up low areas, and 
makes needed improvement in 
road alignment where major con- 
struction is not involved. This unit 
is rotated from district to district 
about over the country. A backhoe 
crew is of considerable assistance 
to this group. 


Repair and construction of wood- 
en bridges is a problem that has 
just about been overcome. Over 
180 bridges of -nressure creosote 
treated timbers. have been*bunt 
in the county since 1957. The life 
expectance of these structures is 
about 30 years. This crew consist 


‘lof five men with a mobile crane, 


two trucks, and light equipment. 


A labor group is assigned the 
work of cutting back undergrowth 
on the right of way. This group 
performs a multitude of tasks, 
including reseting fences, cleaning 
out pipes, hauling pipe, unloading 
cement, and the erection of signs.

BUYING SWEET POTATOES? 
CHOOSE CHOICE VARIETY? 


Most folks like sweet potatoes 
anytime, but especially in the 7:1! 
and winter. 

Here are some points on how 
to prepare and buy this tasty veg- 
etable: 

“Most of us enjoy sweet pota- 
toes cooked in the jacket because 
they’re so much easier to peel,” 
says Auburn University Consum- 
er Education Specialist Dorothy 
Overbey. “And nutrients are best 
conserved when they’re cooked 
this way. 

“Sweet potatoes used for yams 
are usually a deeper yellow, moist 
,and sugary, while other sweet po- 
tatoes are dry, mealy and rather 
light in color. However, sweet po- 
tatoes can lend variety to any dish 
because of the difference in fla- 
vor, flesh color of the different 
|varieties and cooking character- 
istics, 
| “Before buying this vegetable, 
notice the most common defects 
of decay, odd shape, growth and 
,wireworm injury,” suggests Miss 
Overbey. “Then be sure to pick 
out the best ones. Look for those 
that are smooth, well shaped, firm 
and with a good color.”
